The Coronation Celebrations, 
To-morrow is Coronation. Day—the day: 
when Hongkong unites - with, her . sister. 
Colonies in thanksgiving and rejoicing, the 
day when thoughts turn to the smoky-city 
and the ceremony in the grand old abbey at 
Westminster, ft is an event that. has 
been anticipated for many months, and its. 
realisation should be ihe" more enthusiastic 
now that His Majesty. has’ recovered: .from 
the serious illness which necessitated a 
postponement from the, date ‘driginally’ 
fixed. .In Hongkong, our scheme of 
celebrations had been. maturing and all 
was in readiness for the oceasion when 
the wires announced with awful suddenness 
thatthe Coronation was postponed. inde- 
finitely owing, to the ~indisposition of the: 
King... The Colony was bewildered. A 
meeting of the Executive’ and Legislative 
Councils was hastily summoned, and a cable 
despatched to His Majesty expressing the 
eamest prayer of his loyal and devoted 
subjects in longkong that hie’ might shortly 
be restored to health..-On the day sét. 
apart for the Coronation, a thanksgiving 
service in St. John’s Cathedral was turned 
into one of intercession, and a shadow of 
gloom was noticeable throughout the Colony.’ 
As the days passed by, brighter news was, 
flashed beneath the seas, and at length: 
‘the: home authorities - definitely decided to 
hold: the Coronation on. August ‘the gth. 
Meanwhile, we in’ Hongkong, have carried‘ 
out several items: of our Coronation pro- 
gramme, and to-morrow’s celebration will 
bring it to a close. ‘The success of the 
festivities: depends ‘almost. ciitirely on the 
weather, and unless there’ is. a ‘decided 
change from what it is at the time of writing, 
there -is no. reason for disbelieving that 
Hongkong will rise to the occasion and 
worthily célebrate, for the first time in oe 
history, the Coronation of its Sovereign... 
is gratifying to note that preparations oor 
illuminating thé city are progressing ‘rapidly; 
and that many of the ships in port ate bent 
on “contributing a share to the rejoicings, 
Our representatives in the homeland will'be 
at their post, and we with them will ‘raise a 
cheer, and join in the acclamations that will 
g0 up from eveiy spot of the Empire when 
its King and Queen are crowned.

It would almost appear ‘from yesterday's 
meeting of our’ legislative dignitaries that 
the «sthetic craze has drifted out to 
Hongkong and affected’the minds of those 
representing the community in the trans 
acting* of our government affairs. ° Such 
notions are all very well in their way and 
no doubt serve their etd; but in meetirigs 


.| of men of business, with lengthy, agendas’ to 


discuss and’ ‘punkahs:_ drifting the hot 
breezes on to their foreheads, It is, to say- 
the least, very tantalising. Burns's / Epistle 
toa Young Friend ” is doubtless admonitary 
and perhaps: appropriate} so. are some: of 
the lines in Pope’s “ Essay on. Criticism,” 
but if our tegislative measures are to, be 
perfected with lines of verse an cailier hour. 
for the commencement of the meeting will 
have to fixed. One of the newly initiated 
unofficial dignitaries even went so far as to 
suggest that the standing rules and orders be 
amplified. “Doubtless the Senior Unoflicial 
Member would appreciate the suggestion,. 
seeing that in all-his lengthy experience’ 
the fifty-eight sections, of which the. ‘rules 
and orders ‘comprise . twenty relating to the 
rules of debate, have been found to be.all 
that is necessary to’ guide our legislators 
in a’ correct proceduie in Council. :
